“A SMALL RIOT IN CANTON, 


- Some time ago the rosidents who Jivad 
near the’ South gate of Canton potitioned 
the chief of the polico in order that the 


 tempte of the Two Emperory—the Man Bfo 
templo—should be taken in hand and 
strmsformed into. a murket. This was 
done, and apparently thero was no op- 
josition from priests or idol worshippers. 
A Vhen the building was completed, those 
jn the vicinity, who had been accustumed 
to have thoiy stalls in the open streot’s and 
sell fiah and vegetiblus, were ordered to 
take down their stalls and occupy those 
that had been arranged for thom in the 
now murket. Presumably, there sould be 
some rent to pay. : i 
Tt waa pomted ot that the sulling of 
open sirects was very incon- 
, becuse the streoty w vory 
cnaerow, and further that the smell from 
these commodities was very disugreeable, 
But the hawkors did not sce Me situation 
in this light, ‘They therefare refu 
budge. After proclamation had been 
issued and they had taken ne notice there- 
of, the next day the police went forth 
and pulled down tho stalls as thoy 
stood, and tha timber and the bricks, 
and tho things that were there for 
sale were left in heaps upon the ground, 
The men were then driven inte the new 
market ‘inv erowd. They then bethought 
themselvex of the course they would 
follow, and when on the following day 
thoy were uguin compelled t go into the 
new market, at a given signal, they rose 
and heygan to pull dawn and destroy, 
before they could bestepped and quieted, 
they lad de ved uueh of Lhe waorkwork 
of the uew building. Thon some of the 
ringleaders were arrested. Of cours 
iioters found no ayinpathy with the 
bours for they were in sympath 
nntrkel that they might have a clea 
treet.
